He wa s order­ 
ed a bout a month a go by President 
Nord Alexis to come to this city a nd 
confer with the president on politica l 
ma tters, but fea ring tha t if he did so 
his life would be in da nger, Genera l 
Simon declined to obey the order a nd 
ma de rea dy to repel a ny a tta ck of the 
government. 
He ha d a strong follow­ 
ing a t Aux Ca ves, a nd when he w*a s de­ 
cla red a rebel thousa nds flocked to his 
ba nner in tha t town a nd the towns of 
Jeremie a nd Aquin. 
His success in

Indianapolis, 
Nov. 
30.—Dr. G. 
H. 
Roberts, assistant state veterinarian 
and president of the Indiana Veterin­ 
ary colleg e, has returned from Detroit, 
Mich., after making a study of a pe­ 
culiar hoof and mouth disease that has 
made its appearance among Eastern 
herds of cattle within the past few 
days. 
Dr. Roberts said that he did not be­ 
lieve the disease had assumed dang er­ 
ous proportions and that it would not 
be necessary at the present to declare 
a quarantine in Indiana ag ainst Mich­ 
ig an cattle and cattle from other in­ 
fected states in the East. 
In case the 
disease spreads further west, however, 
he said the state veterinarian stands 
ready to declare a quarantine. 
While 
the disease is most contag ious, Dr. 
Roberts said that comparatively 
fe w 
cattle have died as its result. 
The ef­ 
fect on the cow, however, he said, is 
so serious that the animal is practical­ 
ly useless to its owner after it has suf­ 
fered one attack. 
“The disease,” said Dr. Roberts, “is 
recurring . 
The cow almost always 
g ets over the first attack, but a second 
is sure to follow within a short time. 
After two or three attacks the cow be­ 
comes 
emaciated 
and 
the 
lacteal 
g lands dry up. 
In most instances the 
animal is killed as soon as the first 
symptoms are discovered.” 
Dr. Roberts said that the disease has 
spread to eig ht or ten farms north* 
west of Detroit, but the spread is like­ 
ly to be checked at once, as inspectors 
from all parts of the country have ar 
rived in the vicinity to keep the cattle 
under strict quarantine.
